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IN  the  following  paper  I  lliall  lay 
before  the  Society  the  refuk  of 
loine  experiments,  which  I  made  in 
the  coarfe  of  the  fnmmcr  1780,  on 
the  power  that  animals,  when  piaced 
in  certain  circuiallanccs,  poilefs,  ot 
producing  cold,  having  premifed  a 
few  remarks  on  ihe  progredive  im¬ 
provements  winch  have  been  made 
in  the  knowledge  ot  heat  in  gene¬ 
ral. 

The  opinions  of  the  ancients,  rc- 
fpecting  the  nature  and  properties  ol 
lire,  conlillcd  ot  bold  coiijefliuvs, 
which  feeni  rather  to  have  bo-ui  the 
offspring  ol  a  lively  and  vigorous 
imagination,  than  ot  a  jail  And  cor- 
revft  judgment  :  their  ideas  on  tills 
fubjev't  being  evidently  d-.nved,  not 
fo  much  Irom  an  accurate  oblerva- 
lion  of  favfis,  as  from  thofc  fentiments 
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of  admiration  and  awe  which  many 
of  the  phxmonicna  of  tire  arc  calcula¬ 
ted  to  excite.  'riuis,  this  cliinent 
was  fuj^iofed,  on  the  orlghi::!  iorma- 
li('U  td  the  univerfe,  to  have  afeendej 
to  the  highcll  place,  and  to  have  oc¬ 
cupied  tlie  region  of  the  licavcns  ; 
it  was  conceived  to  be  the  principle 
which  hril  coininiinicatcd  lilc  and 
aiftlvity  to  tiie  animal  kingJmn  ;  it 
was  confidered  as  conllitutiin^  the  cf-

fence  of  inferior  intelleclual  beings ; 
and,  by  many  ol’ the  ancient  nations, 
it  was  revcrei'iccd  as  the  Supreme 
Deity.  Indeed,  the  prolound  vene¬ 
ration  with  wiiicli  ilie  element  oi'  Hrc 
was  contemplated,  tor  a  long  fuccef- 
lion  of  ages,  by  a  great  part  of  man¬ 
kind,  appears  to  be  one  of  tiie  molt 
curious  circuinfcanco  in  tl:c  hiiiury' 
of  ancient  opinif  ns.  To  account  for 
this,  we  may  obferve,  that  liiere  is 
no  principiu  in  nature,  obvious  to  the 
fenfes,  which  produces  fucli  impor¬ 
tant  elfct^s  in  the  material  fyltem, 
and  vviiicli,  at  tlie  fame  time,  in  the 
mode  of  its  operation,  is  fo  obfeure 
and  incomprehenfible.

From  li.c  fi-ft  dawriings  of  philo- 
fophy  i:  nrnt  have  been  perceived, 
that  moll  animals  have  a  higher  tem- 
peralLire  than  die  medium  in  wnich 
they  live  ;  and  that  a  c<u'i(lanl  fuceef* 
fion  of  frcbi  air  is  necelihry  to  the 
fiippnrt  of  animal  life.  Tlie  caure> 
of  tiiefe  phaenomrna  have  afforded 
matter  for  much  fpeculation  in  an¬ 
cient  as  well  as  modern  times  :  but 
the  difeovery  that  animals  have,  in 


certain  circimflanccs,  the  power  of 
keeping  themfelves  at  a  hmer  tem- 
per.imre  than  the  furrounding  medi-

Various  opinions  tiave  been  enter¬ 
tained  with  regard  to  the  caufes  of 
the  fairt>  whicn  were  cflibiilliod  by 
h:fc  experiments.  Some  have  at* 
rributed  the  cold  folely  to  evapora¬ 
tion,  and  liave  conceived  that  rue 
fime  degree  of  refrigeration  wmuld 
have  been  produced  by  an  equal  mafs 
•)f  dead  matter,  containing  an  equal 
quandtv  of  moidurc.  Others  liave 
adirnacd,  that  the  cold  did  not  arife 
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folely  from  this  caufc ;  bi»t  have 
inaiutainc'J,  that  it  depended  partly 
\ipoii  the  energy  ot  the  vital  princi¬ 
ple  being  greater  than  what  would 
have  been  produced  by  an  equal  inafs 
of  inanimate  matter. 

Vhc  ingenious  Doctor  Monro,  of 
Edinburgii,  aibribcs  the  cold  in  the 
aby ve-meiiiioned  experiments  to  the 
circulation  td  the  blood,  in  confe- 
cjuehce  ot  whicli  ine  warmer  tliads 
arc  cotiliiiuaiiy  piopellcJ  ironi  the. 
furlace  towards  ihe  center,  where 
they  arc  mixed  \v:lh  blood  at  alcAver 
tempeiaturc;  and  hence  the  animal 
istl  w!y  heated,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  the  watir  in  a  deep  lake,  during 
the  winter,  is  llowly  ccclcJ,  and  not 
witliout  a  leng  continuance  of  frofl 
congealed,  no  part  of  it  becoming  lo- 
lid  till  the  whole  is  brought  down  to 
the  free/ii'ig  point.

Ic  may  in¬ 
deed  be  objeded,  tliat,  were  the  l>mlc 
i'l  mankind  to  receive  no  iiiformatina 
Ironi  books,  they  could  dlfcovcr  hut 
little  of  thcmlelves,  and  ninli  live  and 
die  in  ignorance.  But  it  is  not  pro- 
pofed  to  leave  them  entirely  to  them- 
fclves.  Let  it  be  tne  btifinefs  of  eJn- 
catli>n,  not  to  obtrude  fyllems  up<Mi 
the  minds  of  youth  before  they  arc 
capable  of  comprehending  them,  or 
examining  the  arguments  by  wliicli 
they  arc  fiipported,  but  to  dire<fl  and 
a'hll  the  young  mind  in  the  exertion 
of  its  own  powers  for  the  difeovery 
of  truth.  Tills  fiiode  of  education 
would  be  attended  with  many  advan¬ 
tages.  Our  knowledge,  it  is  t’-ue, 
would  not  be  very  exlenfivc  ;  but 
fhen  it  would  be  folld,  iifcfuf,  and  p:-

Tiiju 
it  would  be  cafy  tvO  diilinguilh  t!ie 
tnan  of  real  genius  from  tlie  cotinier- 
feit  ;  and  wc  llinuld  not  be  pcHercd 
with  thofe  coxcombs  in  literatur:, 
who,  by  dint  ot  alfiirance,  and  a  good 
memory,  endeavour  to*  pafs  them- 
felvcs  upon  the  world  for  men  iT 
learning  and  takii'’s,  wltiiout  being 
able  to  produce  one  original  fenti- 
ment. 


HINTS  on  READING  ami  EDU- 
CATION.

the  Billie  and  c^her  good  books

be  religious,  fo  the  generality  of  men 
iiuagine,  that  to  have  Hiiditd  tir: 
i  works  of  thof:  who  have  diiihtguLh- 
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cd  ihemfeives  by  their  genius  is  to 
be  leiirned,  without  coiifidering  that 
thcfe  are  (»nly  means  dcfigneJ  I'or 
the  attainment  of  certain  ends ; — in 
the  former  cafe,  to  mend  the  heart 
and  regulate  the  conduft  ;  in  the  lat¬ 
ter,  to  improve  tlie  undcrdandliig. 

But  if  the  underftanding  is  better 
improved  by  makijig  it  exert  its 
jvivvers  in  the  acquitition  of  know- 
led  tc,  without  the  inter ventlon  of 
books,  than  by  imbibing  as  it  were 
the  fentiments  of  ethers  without  any 
exertion  at  all — it  were  furely  to  be 
wllliid  that  books  were  ufed  more 
fparingly  in  the  education  of  youth, 
at  ieall  till  they  have  attained  to  the 
habit  of  reflecting,  and  freely  judging 
w  ithout  bias  or  prejudice  011  any  fub- 
jeCl  that  may  occur. 

A  man^  characler  in  a  great  tnea- 
fure  depends  upon  the  habits  he  has 
acquired.  If  he  has  been  allowed  to 
indulge  himfcif  in  la/inefs,  or  in  dif- 
fipation — if  he  has  been  pulled  up 
with  high  notions  of  - his  own  impor¬ 
tance — if  he  has  accuRomed  himfelf 
to  pay  no  regard  to  the  dilVmClion  of 
right  and  wrong  ; — though  he  may 
potlibly  in  a  littie  time  be  perfectly 
convinced  of  the  guile  and  improprie¬ 
ty  of  all  this,  ye:  will  it  not  be  very 
difficult,  if  no:  impoffible  for  him  to 
become  aCtlve  and  induRrious,  hum¬ 
ble,  temperate,  and  lionefl.  In  like 
manner,  though  a  man  may  have 
read  aJl  that  ever  was  written,  if  he 
has  been  entirely  paffive — if  he  has 
adopted  the  fentiments  of  others 
without  examination — if  he  has  ne¬ 
ver  tried  to  invent — if  he  has  never 
given  hind'elf  the  trouble  to  judge  and 
difciiminatc, — it  will  he  found,  wlien 
he  comes  to  aCl  a  part  in  the  w'orld, 
that  he  is  as  far  from  poirelling  real 
fenfe  and  talents,  as  the  other  is  from 
being  a  man  of  virtue. 

As  to  books  of  entertainment,  fuch 
as  romances,  novels,  and  plays,  I  am 
clearly  of  opinion  that  they  are  hurt¬ 
ful.  Were  they  only  to  be  read  now 
and  then,  by  way  cf  relaxation  from 


Rudy  or  biifinefs,  I  llior.Id  have  no 
objeClion  to  them  ;  but  I  know  Loih 
from  experience  and  obfervaiion,  tkac 
if  once  we  enter  upon  one  of  thefe 
books,  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to 
dcfiR  till  we  come  to  the  conclufion 
cf  tlie  Rory  ;  and  whilR  vve  are  thus 
engaged,  perhaps  the  moll  important 
buiinefs  is  negleCltd.  I  have  alfo  ob. 
ferved,  that  the  reading  them  has  a 
tendency  to  four  the  temper,  and  that 
they  fiil  the  head  with  wild  and  ex¬ 
travagant  notions,  which  it  would  be 
very  improper  to  carry  into  common 
life.

Re  MARKS  on  Dr  Beattie’s  Re¬ 
commendation  of  Pinkerton’s 

Rimes. 

To  the  P  UBLisHER  of  the  Weekly 
Magazine. 

S  I  R, 

Y  regard  for  the  worthy  and 
amiable  author  cf  a  Dilfcrta- 
lion  on  Fable  and  Romance,  makes 
me  wilh  that  he  had  erafed  the  b)l- 
low’ing  palfage  from  that  ingenious 
work  before  publication  : — “  In  a 
volume  entitled  Ri7?iesj  there  are 
fome  pieces  of  the  Proven^Al  poets 
very  well  tranflated.  In  this  volume 
there  are  a  great  many  poetical  idei’s 
exprefled  with  frength^  elegance y  and 
harviony,^^  Though  my  opinion  of 
thefe  Rimes  (as  the  author  Rintaf- 
tically  Riles  them)  is  not  juR  fo  great 
as  Dr  Beattie’s,  yet  I  am  not  among 
thofe  who  will  allow’  them  no  degree 
of  merit.  Did  Mr  Pinkerton  polfefs 
rather  lefs  vanity  and  afFe<Rat!on,  and 
were  his  taRe  for  true  fiinplicity  in 
w’riiing  but  equal  to  his  learning,  or 
to  his  gehius  for  forming  poetical 
ideas,  he  might  ’ere  long  acquire  a 
place  among  the  writers  of  the  pre- 
lent  day  wffio  do  not  far  furpafs  me¬ 
diocrity.  Were  Mr  Pinkerton  lefs 
acquainted  with  the  Italian  fchool  of 
poetry,  it  might  be  againft  him  as  a 
tranllator  ;  but  his  original  pieces,  f 
believe,  would  be  lefs  marked  with 
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finical  ornaments  and  quaint  expref- 
fions.  Th(>ujh  Mr  Pinkerton’s  ikill  j 
will  never  llrike  a  note  like  Gray’s  < 
or  Pindar’s,  yet  he  might  rove  wttn  a  ; 
little  more  Horatian  grace  throngli 
the  Paphiuji  grove^  were  he  lefs  toiui 
cf  encamberini:  himTelf  with  the 
dy  decorations  of  novelty  and  aifoc- 
tation  ;  and  did  he  polk  is  a  ilulc  i 
mo;e  modelly,  he  would  perhaps  be  j 
more  the  favourite  ol  his  readers.  j 
Too  often  has  the  pnge  c  f  ralle 
and  genius  been  luHied  by  bellowing  j 
praiie  cn  characters  unw'orihy  of  it. 
’riiis  may  Ibmetimes  be  owing  to 
JJ?eer  iifccjjiiy^  and  an  inferiority  off 
fkuation  in  the  writer ;  and  fomc- 
tiines  it  may  be  owing  to  a  better 
caufe,  that  of  fimp'.lcity  of  manners, 
or  ardency  of  fiienOlulp;  bur,  1  be¬ 
lieve,  n  Idom  will  a  fupc.  ior  even  con-  | 
defeend  to  bellow  welbearr.cd  praife.  . 
What  tfien  could  iiiwliice  Dr  I’cattie  [ 
to  jnibliih  fuch  a  commenJalion  of 
Pinkerton’s  Rimes,  whofe  ow’ii  wri-  . 
tings  arc  marked  with  every  beauti¬ 
ful  trait  of  llmplicitv,  imd  wiiofe  ino- 
defty  and  geutienck  of  manners  have 
endeared  him,  nut  only  to  his  friends,  1 
but  to  all  the  world.  It  does  not  be-  I 
long  to  me  to  mention  what  a  con-  ! 
trallMr  Pialcerton  fenans  to  DrBeattie,  i

It  is  fre¬ 
quently  duiicult  to  albgn  a  reafon  lor 
the  rev'  lotions  winch  lake  place  in 
the  manners  01  a  country,  c  i  10  trace 
the  caiifes  that  have  occafioncd  the 
cl.an^e  ;  but  in  all  cafes,  the  Hrll  iicp 
towards  inveitigarlng  the  caufe  is  to 
Rate  the  facis.  A  plan  t  f  this  kiFul, 
Irecpiently  repeated,  might  be  of  great 
utility,  by  leading  to  culiivation  and 
improvement  in  fome  things,  and  10 
corrcclion  or  prohibition  in  others; 
while  it  would,  a:  the  lame  lime,  af¬ 
ford  a  valuable  fiiiKi  of  favfls  lor  the 
philofopher,  the  hiliorian,  or  ihe  an- 
nali'^. 

Every  perfon  who  remembers  bur 
a  few  years  back,  mull  be  I'enfibL*  (  f 
a  very  llriking  d’fFcrer.ce  in  ilie  exter¬ 
nal  appearance,  and  ihe  manners  of 
the  people  of  this  place. 

Let  us  Hale  a  comparifon  for  in- 
fl.tncc,  no  farther  back  than  bt.i\^cen 
the  year  1763  and  tlic  year  17 *'^3  ; 
and  many  features  of  the  preimt 
time  will  prohafdy  appear  pjoniinc'  r, 
xvliich,  in  llic  gradual  progicis  lil  !(;- 
cicty,  have  paiicJ  altogether  un¬ 
noticed,  or  hare  been  lainily  pci- 
ceived. 

In  17^7 — Edlnburcdi  was  almoll 
confined  within  the  city  w.il!^;.  Nichol- 
fon’s-ltrect  and  (quai c,  Chapt  1  dlrctl , 
great  part  of  ikitlo-llrtet,  Cilciiton- 
Itreet,  George’s  hpiare,  Tevior-row, 
Buccleugh  direct,  St  Patrick’s  fqiiare, 
&c.  to  the  foulh,  were  heUs  and  or¬ 
chards. — To  the  north  there  was  no 
bridge;  and,  till  of  late,  the  New- 
Town,  with  all  its  elegant  and  mag¬ 
nificent  buildings,  fquares,  llrtets, 
rows,  courts,  &c.  did  not  exilt — It 
is  perhaps  moderafe  to  fay,  that  two 
millions  Sterling  have  been  expended, 
on  building  in  and  about  Edinburgh 
fince  1763. 

In  1763 — People  of  quality  and 
falhion  lived  in  houfes,  which,  in 
1783,  are  inhabited  by  tradcrmeii, 
and  people  in  humble  and  urdinarf 
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life — The  Lord  Jiiftice  Clerk  Tin- 
Wcild’s  houfe  was  lately  policfTcd  by 
a  ichcolaiiiiler— Lord  PreliJent  Crai- 
gie’s  houle  is  at  prefent  poilclled  by 
a  roiiping-witf,  or  fales-woinan  ;  and 
Lord  Druinmore’s  houfe  was  lately 
left  by  a  chairman  for  want  ot  ac¬ 
commodation. 

Iri  1763 — There  were  two  flage 
coaches  with  three  horfes,  a  coach¬ 
man  and  p;)ftilion  each,  which  went 
to  Lchh  every  hour,  from  eight  in 
the  mornii’.g  to  eight  at  night,  and 
ctuifuined  liie  Inuir  upon  the  (lage — 
There  were  no  other  ftagc-coaches 
in  Scotland,  except  one  wdiich  fet  out 
cnce  a-montli  for  London,  and  was 
13  days  upon  the  road. 

Ill  17^23 — There  are  four  or  five 
coaches  to  Leith  every  half  hour,  and 
they  run  it  in  15  or  20  minutes  — 
Dunn,  who  has  the  magnificent  hotels 
in  the  Nevv-Town,  was  alfo  the  firft 
perfon  who  attempted  a  llage-coach 
to  Dalkeith,  a  village  fix  miles  dif- 
tant — There  are  now  Rage-coaches, 
Hies,  and  diligences  to  every  confide- 
lahle  town  in  Scotland,  and  to  many 
of  them  two,  three,  or  four — To 
London  there  are  fifteen  coaches 
weekly,  and  they  reach  the  capital  in 
four  davs. 

In  1763 — The  hackney  coaches 
in  Edinburgh  were  few  in  number, 
and  perhaps  the  worR  in  Britain. 

In  17B3 — The  number  of  hackney 
coaches  is  tripled,  and  they  are  the 
handfomeR  carriages,  and  have  the 
beR  horfes  of  the  kind,  without  ex¬ 
ception,  in  Europe. 

In  I7!i3 — Several  preR*yterjan  mi- 
niRers  in  Edinburgh,  and  profeRors 
in  the  College,  keep  their  own  carri¬ 
ages;  a  circumRance  which,  in  a 
circurnferibed  walk  of  life  as  to  for¬ 
tune,  does  honour  to  the  literary  abi¬ 
lities  of  many  of  them,  and  is  per¬ 
haps  unequalled  in  any  former  peri¬ 
od  ot  the  liiRory  of  the  church,  or  of 
the  univerfity. 

In  1763— Tiiere  were  396  four- 
wheeled  carriages  entered  to  pay 
duty,  and  4C2  twQ  wheeled. 
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In  1783 — There  are  1268  four 
wheeled  carriages  entered  to  pay 
duty,  and  358  two  wheeled. 

In  1763 — There  was  no  fuch  pro- 
feiTion  known  as  a  perfumer — Barbers 
and  w’ig-makprs  were  numerous,  and 
were  in  the  order  of  decent  burghers 
— Hair-drclfers  were  few,  and  hard¬ 
ly  permitted  to  drefs  on  Sundays ; 
and  many  of  them  voluntarily  de¬ 
clined  it. 

In  1783 — Perfumers  have  fplendid 
Riops  in  every  Rreet — Some  of  them 
adveriife  the  keeping  of  bears,  to 
kill  occafionally,  for  greafing  ladies 
and  genrieinenL  hair,  as  fuperior  to 
any  other  animal  fat — Hair-dreflers 
are  tripled  in  number,  and  there  is  a 
profeflor  whoadvertifes  a  hairdretfing 
academy,  and  lectures  on  that  noble 
and  u fet ul  art. 

In  1763 — There  were  no  oyRcr- 
ceil.irs,  or,  if  any,  they  were  for  the 
reception  of  the  lovvcR  rank. 

In  1783 — OyRer-celiai  s  are  be¬ 
come  places  of  great  and  fitfiiionable 
refort,  and  the  Irequent  rendezvous  of 
dancing  parties  or  private  alLnfblies. 

In  1763— A  ftr;  inger  cumlng  to 
I  Edinburgh  was  obliged  to  put  up  at 
I  a  dirty  iincomfortahJe  inn,  or  to  re¬ 
move  to  private  loJpiiuTS — There  was 
no  fuch  place  as  an  Plotel  ;  the  word 
indeed  was  not  known,  or  only  in¬ 
telligible  to  French  fcholars. 

In  1783 — A  Rranger  may  be  ac¬ 
commodated  not  only  comfortably, 
but  moR  elegantly,  at  many  public 
hotels ;  and  the  perfon  who,  in  1763, 
was  obliged  to  put  up  with  accom¬ 
modation  little  better  than  that  of  a 
waggoner  or  carrier,  may  now  be 
lodged  like  a  prince,  and  command 
every  luxury  of  life. — His  guinea,  it 
muR  be  owned,  will  not  go  quite  fo 
far  as  it  did  in  1 763. 

In  1763 — The  fociety  of  cadies 
was  numerous  ;  they  were  ufeful  and 
intelligent  fervants  of  the  public,  and 
they  would  have  run  an  errand  to 
any  part  of  the  city  for  a  penny. 

In  I783---The  cadics  arc  few,  aad 
thofe  generally  pimps,  or  occafional 
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waiters — They  expect  fixpence  where 
they  formerly  ^ot  a  penny;  and  the 
only  knowledge  there  is  ot  their 
being  an  incorporated  ibciety,  is  by 
fome  oftlie  principal  ones  tormenting 
grangers  and  citizens,  the  whole 
year  through,  witli  a  box,  begging 
for  their  poi)r. 

In  1763 — Tile  wages  to  fervant- 
inaids  were,  generally,  from  3I.  to  4I. 
a-year.  They  drelfed  decently,  in 
blue  or  red  cloaks  or  plaids,  fuitably 
to  their  Ration. 

In  1783 — The  wages  are  nearly 
the  fame,  but  the  drefs  and  appear¬ 
ance  are  greatly  altered,  the  fervant- 
maids  being  almoll  as  tine  as  their 
midreiTes  were  in  1763 — They  have 
now  filk  cloaks  and  caps,  ilbhoiis, 
ru(Il!S,  Honneed  petticoats,  .See.  'I’heir 
whole  year’s  wages  are  infaiTicient 
for  rigging  out  moll  ot  them  tor  one 
Sunday  or  holiday. 

in  — EJiiiburgh  wis  chiefly 
fupplied  with  vegetables  and  garden 
(lulFs  from  Mulfelburgh  and  the 
neighboiirliood,  which  were  cneJ 
through  the  llreets  by  women  with 
creels  or  balhets  on  their  hacks — 
Any  fudden  iiicreafe  ot  people  would 
have  railed  all  the  markets — A  Imall 
camp  at  M  ilfdbir'gli  a  tew  years 
before  had  this  eilVcl. 

In  1783 — 'Eiie  markets  of  Eiin- 
burgh  are  as  amply  fupplied  with 
every  necelfary  as  any  in  Europe— 
In  1782,  Admiral  Parker’s  fleet,  and 
the  Jamaica  tle“t,  confifling  oi  13 
fail  of  the  line,  many  frigates,  and 
near  600  merchantmen,  lay  near  two 
months  in  Leith  roads,  and  were  tul- 
ly  fupplied  with  every  kind  ol  provi- 
fion  ;  and  the  markets  were  not  rai- 
fed  one  farthing,  althougli  th^-ie 
could  not  be  lefs  than  an  addition  of 
20,000  men. 

The  crews  of  the  Jamaica  fleet, 
who  were  conluming  wirli  Icurvy, 
were  foon  refloreJ  to  health  by  the 
plentiful  fupplies  ot  llrawberries,  and 
frelh  vegetables  and  provifions  which 
they  received.-'  The  merchants  ot 


London,  who,  through  ignorance,  but 
fro  11  humanity,  flnt  four  ti  anTports 
with  frelh  provifions  to  the  iicet,  had 
them  returned  without  bre./King  bulk. 
It  is  believed  that  a  limilar  inflance 
to  the  above  would  I'Ot  liase  hap¬ 
pened  at  any  port  in  Britain.

EXPLj^IXATIOX  of  the  AIR  BAL- 
LGOX. 

Aeroflatic  Balloons,  lately  in¬ 
vented  in  ITauce,  liave  made  a 
conlideralde  iioife  in  the  Phllofo- 
phical  World  ;  but  the  principles 
on  which  they  ad  arc  very  little 
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known  to  the  generality  rf  people, 
Thefc  arc  no  where  better  explain¬ 
ed  than  in  the  London  Miigazine 
of  lafl  December,  from  the  poltfcript 
to  which,  lor  the  inlormaiion  of 
our  readers,  we  have  Llcdcd  llie 
following  curious  article.] 

Avery  confiJcraldc  number  of 
adventurers  b.ave,  at  dhfl'.rcnc 
times,  afcentIcJ  into  tiie  air  by  tlu 
aTiflance  of  balloons,  wfliofe  dcfcciit  is. 
produced  by  letting  out  a  poitioii  id' 
inHainmable  air,  and  regulated  by 
ballafl,  whicli  may  be  detached  if  the 
velocity  (liouid  appear  too  precipitate. 
One  of  thefc  courageous  experlmcn- 
tera  is  f.iid  to  have  afeended  till  the 
barometer  fell  ten  indies,  which,  on  a 
rough  calcultitlon,  gives  upwards  of 
two  Englith  miles  pei  pen  Jlcular 
height.  Two  others  travelled  over 
the  city  of  Paris,  pafiing  tlirougji  an 
extent  of  about  feveii  miles  horizon¬ 
tally.  This  lafl  aerial  voyage  was 
not  made  like  the  former,  by  tlic  af- 
fiflancc  ol  intlammable  air,  but  mere¬ 
ly  by  the  help  of  that  expanflon 
which  common  air  is  fufceptiblc  of  by 
being  heated — an  improvement  of  M. 
Montgolfier’s,  which  is  mors  confide- 
rably  in  favour  of  pradice  than  any 
other  lince  the  original  invention. 
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For  the  inHammable  air,  though 
compofeJ  out  of  niatcriaU  which  arc 
\try  cheap,  comparatively  with  other 
cheniical  articles,  is  very  expenfive, 
on  account  of  the  large  (piaiitlty  re- 
cjulrcd  to  be  produced.  But  in  this 
lad  mentioned  excurfion,  a  long  co¬ 
lumn  clofed  above,  and  open  below, 
w'as  fubllituted  inllcad  of  the  balloon. 
Beneath  the  column  was  fufpended  a 
brafier,  and  a  Itage  for  the  operators. 
Stiaw’  being  burned  in  the  brafier, 
the  heated  air  afeended  into  the  co¬ 
lumn,  which  at  length  became  buoy¬ 
ant,  and  carried  up  the  fire  together 
with  tile  managers.  It  will  bercadi- 
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ly  conceived,  that  a  continuance  ot 
the  fire  would  afiid  the  alcending 
motion,  by  incrcafing  the  quantity  of 
rartfi-'d  air  ;  and,  on  the  contrary, 
that  the  gradual  condenlatlon  by 
cooling  the  internal  air,  and  by  the 
admixture  of  tlie  exterior  air  at  the 
mouth  of  tlie  column,  would  caufe  it 
to  defeend  whenever  the  fire  wajs  re¬ 
mitted  or  put  out.

The  fum  which  tl.efc  wings  will  cofl 
has  been  reported  to  be  not  under  five 
hundred  pounds.  The  truth  of  this 
afiertion  we  cannot  pretend  to  vouch  ; 
but  until  they  are  reduced  in  their 
value  a  little  nearer  to  the  prree  C/f 
terrcftrial  vehicles,  the  p.illtngers 
through  the  air  will  be  in  no  danger 
of  being  overturned,  on  account  of 
the  number  of  travellers.

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A  CURIOUS  PROJECT. 

There  is  a  party  now  forming 
of  men  of  property,  for  a  tour 
through  the  whole  continent  of  Nortli 
America.

it,  and  to  make  an  excurfiou  up  the 
Ohio,  in  order  to  fee  the  territory  on 
both  fides  of  the  banks.  To  enter 
Georgia  by  the  back  frontiers,  and 
then  travel  through  all  the  peopled 
territories  of  the  United  States.  Six 
gentlemen  are  already  of  the  party, 
w'ho  club  each  io.:ol.  four  more  are 
to  be  received.  Their  guards,  at¬ 
tendants,  artifts  of  all  forts,  and  every 
thing  they  take  out.  Tents,  bag¬ 
gage,  and  conveniencies  of  all  forts, 
not  only  for  travelling,  but  for  fet¬ 
tling  a  plantation  for  pleafurc  in  the 
moll  beautiful  fpot,  and  the  fined 
climate  they  meet  wfitli,  that  includes 
alfo  the  bed  opportunities  for  fifhing, 
falling,  rowing,  fowling,  hunting  (lor 
they  take  a  pack  of  hounds,  as  alfo 
greyhounds,  pointers,  occ.  See.)  and 
all  other  fports,  with  prefents  for  the 
Indians,  will  altogether,  with  the  ex- 
pences  of  the  voyage  and  journey, 
cod  io,ocol.  The  plantation  is  to 
be  common  property  for  them  after- 
w’ards  to  refort  to,  if  they  feel  the 
inclination.

If  that  de¬ 
licacy  be  not  obferved  ;  and  if  a  majority 
of  tlic  Iloiife  of  Commons  rejctft  the  bill 
for  regulating  llieafl'airs  of  Indiawhich  has 
liecii  brought  in  by  Mr  Pitt  his  Ma- 
jelly  may  certainly  dilfolve  the  Parlia¬ 
ment,  confidently  with  the  fliicbeft  inter¬ 
pretation  of  his  reply  to  the  Commons. 
Por  in  fuch  a  cafe  the  proceedings  in  the 
aftairs  of  Iiulia  .nc  Iriten*upLed,TuA  by  bis 
Mnjedy,  but  by  Parliament  itfelf.  -
